Howe curious our Anteceſfours in this Ifle 
haue bene to extend their memorie to after ages; 
many olde monuments yet to be ſeene, càn beate 
witneſfe ; but more than any, that fame of Hick 
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The Printers preface | 
many yeers ſince was amongſt forrainers of their 
ancient Poets the Bardes , who wrote in verſe 
the deedes of their moſt valiant men, and ſong 
them in the wilde Forreſts and mountaines, with 
which (though long time after) the manie re- 
cords wee haue of the ancient defenders of our 
Countrie , may bee brought forth: and amongſt 
all the reſt, this ſtorie of the valiant BRV E is 
not the leaſt ; it fpeaketh the language of that 
time, if it ſpake outs, it would not bee it ſelfe: yet 
as an antique it is venerable. 

To ſpeake ſomewhat of the occaſion of thoſz 
warres,thatthe Hiſtorie may the better appeare. 
Alexander the third of that name, King of Scor- 
1 Ax departed this life ſuddenlie without ſuc- 
ceſsion to the crawne , except Margaret his 
Neece, daughter to the King of Norway, who 
becing left the vndoubted heire to the King- 
dome , King Edward of England deſired her 1n 
mariage to his ſonne Prince Edward, whereunto 
our Scottiſh Nobilit ie eaſilie condeſcended, but 
ſhce beeing dead, before the ambaſſadors arriued, 
they returned with ſorrowfull hearts:wherevpon 
aroſe great ttoubles and contention amongſt the 


Nobilit ie, who ſhould ſucceed to the Crowne: and 


albeit there were manie contendents: yet at lẽgth, 
came onely bet wixt the Bruce & Baliol. The No- 
bility to auoide further ſtrife, conueened them- 
ſelues, to decide who ſhould haue the vndoubted 
right: but becauſe they could not agree, both the 
part ies being ſo great, that their power could not 
make the part ies ſtand to their arbitrement, they 
with one voyce referred the deciding thereof to 
Edwerd of Englad, ſupponing, that he ſhould deale 
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To the Reader 
moſt fincerely therein, : conſidering how willingly 
they had condeſcended to the marriage of bis 
ſonne with Margaret the Neece of King A 
lexander, who accepting very gladly of the mat- 
ter, hoping to atchieue by craft, that which hee 
and his predeceſſours could neuer obtaine by 
force, left off his Tourney to the Holie LAND, 
hoping to fpeede better at home for the enlar- 
ging of his Dominions, beeing a man greatly in- 
clined that way, called the parties before him at 
Barwike , proteſting heerewit hall that hee Alled 
them not vpon any preſumption, that he prete n- 
ded ouer them, but as they had choſen him to be 
arbiter in the cauſe: ſo hee called them to the de- 
ciding of the matter, and to collour his purpoſe, 
hee had conueened a number of learned Lawyers 
out of France, and other Countries, N 
that he would doe nothing without law and rea- 
ſon: yet the moſte parte of the Doctours there 
conueened, as namely, M.. Siluius, 11 ,Rainerins, 
Decius, M, Severins de Florentia, mentioned in the 
Pluſcadin Chronicle, and in Scotichronicon conde- 
ſcended, that Robert Bruce had the beſt right , quod 
propinquior in gradu debet ſuccedere : and therefore 
Robert Bruce in reſpect hee was uno gradu ſtipiti pro- 
pinquior, and was allo the firſt Male, albeit begot - 
ten on the younger ſiſter. But King Edward had 
his owne decin& , not regarding their arbitre- 
ment, called firſt ſecretly the Bruce vnto him, to 
whome he was well inclined, promiſing to decide 
in his fauours, if he would hold his K ingdome in 
homage of him. But Bruce being a man of Heroik 
ſpirit, refuſed abſolutely to ſubject a ftee Realme 
to the ſeruitude of any forraine Prince whomſoe- 
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The Printers preface ä 
uer. The King highly offended, turned himſelfe 
frowardly in great anger fro the Bruce, called ohn 
Ballioll alſo ſecretly, & promiſed him the ſame cõ- 
ditions: the man being blinded with ardent de- 
ſire to reigne, not regarding what hee did pro- 
miſe, ſo hee might haue Soueraignitie condiſ- 
cended eaſily to whatſumeuer Edward required, 


and ſo by him was nominate King, & ſent home 


to Scotland, where hee was conueyed to Scone, and 
there crou ned, and all, except Bruce, {wore to him 
obe d ience. Shortly aftet, there fell out a ſlaughter 
of HMakadulfe Erle of Fife, by the A birnethies men 
at that time in great authoritie and wealth, and 
becauſe Ml dulſfe his brother ſuſpected the 
King to bee partiall in judging, ſummond him 
to bee judged before King Edward. The P. allioll 
be ing there preſent, and fitting beſide King E- 
dward in the conuention of Eſtates, and being 
called, thoght to anſwere by a Procutour, was 
compelled to ariſe and defend his cauſe at the 
Barre, wherewith being ſorely grieued, albeit 
hee durſt not peepe for the time, yet returning 
home in a maruelous chaufe, reuoluing in his 
minde, how hee might caſt off this yoke and 
bondage , u hercunto fooliſhly hee had ſubje- 
ted himſelfe, and as hee did meditate vpon 
this, a profitable diſſention for his purpoſe, in- 
te rucened bet weene France and Ergland', which 
immediatly braſt foorth in warre : ſo that at a 
Conuention in Scotland both the Kings Ambaſſa- 
dours were preſent . The French to renue their 
nie league with the new King, the Engliſh by 
the recent ſurrender of che Realme , deſired asſi- 
ſtauce in that warre , Both the Ambaſſad ours 
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were referred to the Parliament, the Nobilitie 


prone to caſt off the late yoke of England decer- 
ned the French petition juſt, and the Engliſh vn- 
juſt, for that league with France, was made fiue 
hundreth yeeres agoe, by the conſent of the 
whole Realme , inviolably obſerued to that day, 
but that ſurrender was but new throwen out of 
the King againſt his will, which albeit hee had 
beene willing to doe, yet neither was the King , 
vor the Realme bound to bide at it, ſceing it was 
done without the conſent of the Eſtates in Par- 
liament, without whoſe conſent, the King could 
doe nothing. Theſe Newes comming to King E- 
dwards eares, hauing taken ſome Moneths truce 
with France, hee ſent his Nauic that was bowne 
to France into Scotland, thinking tè ouerthrowe 
the Scots, before they were prouided, and to keep 
Ba w. be vnvittalled. The Scots encountring this 
Nauie at the Riuer mouthof Tweed, wanne eigh- 
teene ſhippes, and chaſed the reſt. King Edwards 
wrath was by this loſſe more vehemently prouo- 
keꝗ to reuenge , ſummond the Pallioll thriſe to 
compeare before him at N:wcaſile, and becauſe he 
compeared not at all, hee {cot for Bruce, and pro. 
miſed him the Kingdome, if hee would write to 
his friendes, either to leaue their King, or to flee 
in battell . The King with all diligence paſt tow- 
ard Barwike , where finding tlie rowne ſtrongly 
garniſhed with men: and comming ſmall ſpeed 
in his purſute, hee fained a retreat, and cauſed 
ſome of the Pruces fact ion ſparſe brutes that 
the Ballioll with a great Oaſt was euen there at 
hand, whereupon the moſt notable men of the 
to wne, ſupponing themſelues to bee free of the 
. common 
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eommon en&mie, ran foorth for to receiue their 
King honourably : and ſo both horſe and foote 
went out of the towne confuſedlie , But Edward 
had appointed a number of horſemen to wait vpõ 
that turne, who cutted them off eaſilie from their 
companies, beeing vſhed ſo confuſedly, and out 
of order, and comming to the next Port, entred 
in the towne, the King with his foot-hoſte fol- 
lowing, made miſerable {laughter vpon all ſorts 
of people, & increaſing in multitude ſent a part 
of his armie to beſiege Dumbar, himſelfe within 
few dayes receiued the Caſtell of BarWike , which 
the keepers randred , deſpairing ol reliefe :then 
Joyning all his forces together at Dumbar , en- 
countred with the Scots hoſte which came hither 
with a great battell to raiſe the ſiege:the victorie 
enclined tothe Engliſh ſide. The chiefe men of the 
Nobilitie fledde to the Caſtell, but the Captaine 
not having Viuers ſufficient to ſuſtaine ſuch a 
multitude randered,and all kinde of crueltic exe- 
cute vppon the captiues. But when the Bruce deſi- 
red the Kingdome 1n recompenſe of his trauell, 
and according to promiſe . Edward anſwered him 
in French, haue we nothing ado, but to purchaſe 
Kingdomes for you. Dumbar, and ſome other Ca- 
ſtles vppon the Border beeing randred, Edinburgh 
and Struiling were deliuered alſo: from Striuiling 
Edward paſſed Forth, and marched towards For- 
fare , where the Ballioll was, when without impe- 
diment hee came to Morroſſe: The Balliol/ by per- 
4 waſion of John Cummine of Strabogie randred him- 
ſelfe, & the Kingdome into K ing Edwards hands, 
v hom he ſhipped, & ſent into England. Edward re- 


turned to Bu wige, & by ſharpe edict ſumm ond all 


the 
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the Scottiſh Nobilitie to come thither, ſuch as came 
were compelled to ſweare obedience vnto him. 
William Dowglas a man of Noble blood, and valiant, 
refuſing to ſweare, was caſt in priſon , where within 
few yeeres he died , Thus all things ſucceeding to 
his with , hee appointed John Warrey Erle of Surrey 
Viceroy , Hew Cieſſingham Thelaurer , and leauing 
them behind himzhee:-returned to London, where hee 
warded ohn Ballioll, when hee had reigned 4. yeeres. 
Bur hee within a ſhort ſpace at the requeſt of the 
Biſhop of Rowe was ſent to France, leauing his ſonne 
Edward in pledge for him. Afterward Eaward with 
a great army, tooke ſhipping to paſſe in France. The 
Scots in eſperance of liberty (hee being abſent) chu- 

ſed twelue Regents, and by all their aduiſes , lohy 
C ummine Erle of Buchan with a ſufficient armie was 
ſent in England. The Engliſh Garriſons left in Scat. 
Lind diſperfed heere and there, durſt not ſtirre: ſo hee 
without impediment ſpoyled Cumberland and Ner- 
thumberland , Albeit this voyage ſomewhat incoura- 
ged the Scots, yet did it but ſmall help to the whole 
warre, for all ſtrong holds were fort ified by the e- 
nemies garriſons, But while as Noblemen lacked 
both ſtrength and ſufficient courage to enterpriſe 
greater matters, Milliam YVallace a man of Noble 
and ancient Family, who did Actes, in thoſe Warres 
not only aboue all mens exſpectat iõ, but alſo incre- 
dible, being a m an of great bodily ſtrenght, & high 
courage: He hardened his body againſt injuries of 
Fortune, and confirmed his courage by perillous at- 

tempts to enterpriſe higher and greater, euen with 

danger: he gathered vntohim ſome companie of 
Men, and herewith not only ſlew any Engliſumen he 

met with, but often times a ſo with few foght with 
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great numbers in ſundrie places where he met with 
them, & flew them. In ſhort ſpace his tam filled both 


2 the Realms: ſo they that had lik cauſes as he had, & 


not vnlike loue to their Countrey, gathering toge- 


ther. ſwW armed to him from all parts, and within few 
monetlis he amaſſed an indifferent Army: Noblemen 


for feare or laſhnes lying ſtill, Wallace was proclai- 


med Gouernour, and as Licutenant for Ballioll, com- 
manded as lawfull Magiſtrate. Hee t ooke not this 


name of pride or of deſire to Empire, but only (like 
another Samy/on ) vpon compaſsion, and loue of his 


Countrey. people. After this, he eſſayed with open 
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force, too ke many Caſtells, (either not ſufficiently 
furniſhed or not weill guarded, or negligently kept) 
and razed them, His Men of Warres minds were ſo 
confirmed, that vnder his conduct they feared no 
perrill, for th it his hardiment lacked neuer wiſdom, 
nor his v iſdome the wiſhed euent. So in ſhort ſpace 
he wan all the Forts that Engliſhmen poſſeſſed beyond 


Forth. 
King Edward hearing theſe rumours, and hauing 


all his Army with him in France, he wrote to Henrie 


Pearſie Lord of N ort humberland, & to William Latimer, 
to raiſe quickly Forces out of the next adjacent 
Countrey, an joyne themſelues with Creſſinghame, 
to ſuppres the Scots. Wallace in this time beſieged the 
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| Caſtle ot (oper in Fyfe, to the end his men of warre 


+ ſhould not be idle, attending the coming of the En- 


ghſh army: his eni nies now cuming neare, marched ' 


directly to i, (The Riner of Forth hath no foords 


ar Strimzy) Yer there was a vvoodden bridge, ouer 
the vyhich CrefSmgnam: paſt, vvith the great part of 
his a my: the reſt follow ing ſo thick, (the bridge 
being ouerburthene d v vith ſo hudge a weght)brak 
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To the Reader. 
in pieces. The Scors charged theſe that vrere paſt, be. 
fore they could be Arayed, flew their leader, drouc 
backe the reſt in the water, with ſo huge a ſlaughter, 
that almoſt the whole were either {lain by the Scott, 
or drownd in theriuer.#allace after this ſo followed 
his fortune, that he left not an Engliſhman in Scotland, 
except priſoners. This victory was obtained vpõ the 
Ides of Septemb.12g7 .Hereafter followed great Famine 
for not manuring of the ground: and Peſt followed 
Hunger: wherof greater deſtruction was feared than 
of the Warre, Wallace to remedy this aſwell as he 
might, charged al fenſible men, to come vnto him at 
a certain day, & caried them with him into Ergland : 
vvhere liuing in vvinter in their enemies lands, they 
ſpared Viuers at home; vvhere he remained from the 
Kalends of Nouember, vnto the K. of Febr. and no man 
durſt match him, And then hauing inriched thèſelfs 
vvith their enemies ſpoyls, returned with great glo- 
ry. As this journey augmented Wallaces fame and au- 
thority among the people, ſo it increaſed the Noble 
mens enuy againſt him: vvhereof Edw. being priuy, 
ſetting things in France in order, as time would per- 
mit, leauing his old ſould iers beyond ſea, amaſsing a 
very great army vpon the ſudden, of nouices, he mar 
ched toward Scotland: but whe in the plain of Stane- 
mure both arm ies ſtood in order of battel, about half 
a mile from other: Edw. viewing Wall. , hoſte, his ſxil 
and order of battell: albeit he had a greater number 
of people, yet durſt he not hazard; returning his ſtan 
derds, ſoftly retired: but Mallace for feare of ambuſh- 
ment durſt not follow. This victory obtained with- 
out blood, againſt a moſt potent King. The enemies 
of Wall. more ſharply aſſaulted him, raiſing brutes 


through the countrey, that he openly ſhot at the 
7 | | King- 
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kingdom. So they conclude, by all means to ſubuert 
>| Wall. authority. Theſe deuiſes not vnknown toKing 
| Edw, he raiſed a great army of Engliſh & Scots, vvho 
had remained conſtãt in their promiſe made to him 
the next Somer came vnto Fam-Hirk: vvhich village 
is builded vpon the very ruins of Severus Wall, diſtant 
from Striuiling 6 myles.TheScottiſh hoſt abade not far 
from thence, ſtrong enough indeed, for they were 30 
| thouſand,if the Rulers had agreed amongſt them- 
ſelues. The Rulers were ohn Cumming, lohn Stewart, & 
"| Mill. Wallace. the former two in blood, & puiſſance, 
the laſt in Marſhall glory, moſt flouriſhing of al Scot- 
5 f land. While as the 3 battels ſtood in redines to fight, 


. a new contentten was added to the foriner enuy, 
IP | Who ſpauld lead the Vanguard & neither of them gluing 
place to the other: the Engliſhmen ended the ſtrife 
vvho in order of battell, vvith diſplayed Banners, 
came vpon them with expedition: Cummine with his 
company fled vvithout ſtroke: Steward enuironed 
both behind and before, vvas ſlaine with his hoſte, 
+! Wallace being ſore ſet vpon in front, and Bruce com- 
ming about a Knowle, to charge him on the backe, 
contained his men together in ſuch order, as in 
ſuch ſtate he beſt could, and returned backe ouer 
CaRRNOVYN Water, vvhere he defended himſelf, 
hauing gathered together thoſe that were fled, and 

Bruce deſiring to ſpeak with him, he refuſed not: whẽ 
| theſetwo alone ſtood right ouer againſt other, at a 
deep & narrow part of the Riuer, Bruce firſt ſaid, he 
wondred at him, that being cariedwith the facile fa- 
vour of the people, would hazard himſelf in ſo many 
per ils againe a King, moſt puiſſant of that age:aſsi- 
ſted alſo with great ſupport of Scors, & that without 
any hope of recompence of his pains? For albeit he 
- van- 
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vanqui ſnt Edward, the Scots would neuer allow of him 
to be King: and if he were onerthrowne he had nd 
refuge, but in the mercy of his enemy. To whom 
ace anſwered: I (ſaid he) neuer tooke theſe paines to 


purchaſe to my ſelf a Kingdom, for that is vnagree- 


able with my condition, and my mind couets it not, 
but ſee ing my Countrey- men through your cowar- 
dice, to whom the Realme rightly appertains, deſti- 
tute of Rulers, & hereby caſten into their moſt cruel 
enemies hands: not only in bondage and ſlauety, but 
euen to the ſhambles,I pittied their caſe, & haue en- 
terpriſed the defence of their cauſe, ſorſaken by you, 
whoſe liberty I ſhall not forſake, before my life for- 
ſake me. And ſo the conferece ended: either of both 
returning to their owne, After this vnhappy Battell 
Mallace returned to Pert, and there . his army 
giuing place to the enuy born againſt him: and after 
that day enterpriſed nothing for the Realm: and re- 
nounced the name of Magiſtrat:albeit he left not off 
the inuading of the Exgliſi Nation, whereſoeuer he 
could be their maſter, Edward, after this waſted by 
all warlike calamities, the Lands beyond Forth euen 
to Perth: ſubduing thoſe that in reſpect of the pre- 
ſent miſery durſt not ſtir: & ſo ret ired with his army 
into England. The Scots that were carefull for the 
liberty of their Realme, a little refreſhed after the 
enemies departure, made John Cummins younger, 
Regent: who by the aduiſe of the Counſell ſent Am- 
baſſadours to Philip Valloys King of France, to trauell 
with him that by Mediation of his Siſter, who was 
then affianced to EdMard, they might at leaſt obtaine 
Truce. By her trauels they obtained Truce forſeuen 
Moneths, but not obſerued (bona fide:) for Engliſhmen 
tooke the Ambaſſadours that were directed to Bani 


ficius the eight, and impriſoned them , The Scars in 
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the meane time who could not abide the tyranny of 
Eneliſhwen, nor culd by no puniſhment ſat iat Edward; 
cruell mind, neither yet obtaine peace vpon juſt con. 
ditions, prepared themſelues with obſtinat minds to 
figlit it out, without all hope of pardon. Firſt they 
droue all EaW.rds Captains foorth of all Towns, and 
Fortreſſes, and vexed the Scots, of the Engliſh fact iõ. 
vvith all the force they might: vvhile as the ſtat of 
matters thus cõtinued almoſt two years, Edward ſent 
Rodolph Corfiey, with a puiſſant Army, to ſuppreſſe 
this rebellion of the Scota, and to put an end to thoſe 
Warres. This Army without impediment waſted all 
to Reſling, a place in Loutbian, foure miles diſtant from 
Edinbur gl, & to deſtroy farther within the Countrey 
diuided their Army in three, fohs Cummine, alid lohn 4 
Fraſer the molt wealthy men in Tweed=dale,gathering % 


tothe number of 8000 men, marched towards the 


enemy, of purpole either to keep in the enemy, that 
he ſhould not run at randon to ſpoyl the Country, ot 
if they found better occaſion, to follow Fortun. Bet- 
ter occaſion was offered then they looked for: For 
Engliſumen fearing nothing leſſe than the comming 
of their enemies, ſo often ouerthrowne, behauing 
themſelues more loſely than was expedient; in their 
enemies ground, by ſudden comming of the Scots 
vpõ the firſt of their Camps, were ouerthrown with 
a great ſlaughter: they that eſcaped raiſed great tu- 


mult in the ſecõd camp, where thalarm was fearful- 


ly raiſed, euery man exhorting his Mate to ſupport 
their on, they prepared thẽſelues for reuen ge. The 
conflict was terrible, as bet wixt theſe that were fiers, 
throgh victory, & theſe that were enraged by thirſt 
of reuenge:in end, th Enyliſhmen diſcomtiſt & chaſed, 
victory, albe it not vnbloody, yeelded to the Scotmthe

third hoſt, which had bin furder off, affraid the Score, 
for many being wounded, & moſt part wearied with 
rrauels in 2 late battels foreſaw manifeſt danger to 
enſue by fighting, & aſſured deſtruction by flight, at 
length the Heads commanded to ſlay al captiues;leſt 
while they were occupied with th enemy, they ſhuld 
come vpon their backs: they armed their ſeruants 
vvith {lain mens armor. & ſo made ſhe of a greater 
army to their enem ĩes: the battel begun vvas keenly 
foghten on both ſides: the fight being doutfull for a 
while, the ſcots by exhortatio of their leaders, & cal- 
ling to mind their late doble victory, rene wing their 
ſtrẽgth: ran ſo fiercely vpõ their enemies that their 
aray broken, they gaue backs, It was foghten at Roſ- 
line, the 6 of the kal. of March, 1320, The more notable 
that this victory was, 3 hoſts in one day ouerthrown 
by one,the more ſharply Edw.ſct his mind to deface 
this ignominy,and once to put an end to their long - 
ſome Warre. He amaſſeth a greater army than euer 
he did before, & perſued Scotland both by land & ſea, 
to the vtter moſt borders of Rot. No man in warfare 
durſt hazard him ſelf againſt ſo puiſſant an army, ex 
cept Wallace, with his few folks, ſomtimes behind, & 
ſomtims before, & ſomtims vpon their wings. chop- 
ped at ſuch as had raſhly run forth frõ the hoſt. Ea. 
preaſt by great promiſes to mak him his own, but 

in vain: his anſwer was ay to all men, that hee had auo- 
wed bis life to his Countrey. Thus things atchieued: Saw. 
adjoyned himſelf to his ſon Edward, whom he had 
left at Perth,took in ſundry Strengths & Forts & Stri- 
wiling, after 3 moneths ſiege, the reſt rendred for fear 
Edward held a Parliamẽt in Sain#- Andrems, vvher he 
made moſt part of che Nobility for feat to ſwear to 


be his true ſubjects; Nl, always excepted; who for 
| to 


fearto be bettayed of the nobility, w 
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| with him: thinking therby to exterminate the name 
of that Natid6. He left Odomare Valentine, Vice- Roy, to 
extinguiſh all innouations , if any begin to peepe. 
| But now Wars aroſe, where he leaſt meaned. Among 
| the reſt of Scottiſh Nation with Edward was Robert 


Bruces ſon;who conteded with Ballioll for the King- 


dome, and Iobn Cummine, couſen german to lobn Bal- 


lioll,late King of Scots. Edw. had ſpoken often times 


ſeuerally, & long time holden them in the hals, vpo ©. 


vain hope of the Kingdom, and ſo uſed their means 
in the conqueſt of the ſame, being both inẽ of great 
power and friendſhip: but the deceitfull mockage at 
length manifeſted: there was nothing more deſired 


of either of them; than occaſion to be reuẽged vpon 
Edu. falſet againſt promiſe & truſt to both: but emu⸗ 


lation whereby the one ſuſpected the other, was the 
ſtay, that neither durſt cõmunicat his counſell to the 


: ||| other, Now Cum. perceiued theſe doings miſcoreted 
Bruce, vehemently deplored vnto him the miſery of 
| theirCornttey,beginning from the ground thereof 


aud inucighing greatly againſt the King of England 
perfidie,accuſed firſt himſelf, & then Bruce, by whoſe

Theſe things 
ſworn, writtẽ & ſealed, Bruce vvaiting opportunity 
of change, paſt to the Court of Englard, leauing be- 
hind him in Scotland his wife and brethren. After his 
f ee 3 cummine cit her i epenting his former ad- 
uiſe, or els he thought by craft to cut away Bruce, 
that therby he might more eaſily come by the king- 
dome. He bevvrayed theſe ſecrets to Edward: and 
to purchaſe credite herein, he ſent him the Contract 
ſigned by both. Bruce was ſummbd to a day for trea 
ſon, charged not to de part from Court, & quiet kee- 
4 _ appointed vnto him, commarded to ſpy botli 
& his vvordg and deeds. The cauſe why the King pro- 
traced time in this ſo mahifeſt a turne, was, that his 
bret hren might be apprehended before the brute of 
his execution ſhould ariſe. Bruce in the meane time 
was informed of the ſuddẽ danger, by his old freind 
the Earle of mera: vvho durſt not counſell him by 
letter to flee, but warning by example, ſent a pair of 
guilt ſpurs with ſom pieces of gold, as if he had bor- 
rowed them the day preceeding. Robert, as men in 
danger are moſt tenty. not ignorat what was meant 
by the propine called for a Smith in the night, cau- 
ſed ſhoo three Horſes back ward, leſt the print of the 
; Horſe feet inthe ſnow might bewray their flight, & 
that ſame night might be eſpied: accom nk with 
other two, took journey vpon the 7 day thereafter: 
themſclues and their horſes weary, came to a Caſtle 
of his own ſtanding beſide Lochmabene:there finding 
his brother Dauid & Robert Fleming:and taking them. 
with him; ſcarcely opening vnto them the cauſe ol 
his flight, chanced vpona Meſſenger, carying letters 
from Cummins to £dWard, bearing, That nn,

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be executed with diligence: for delay brought- danger, leſt ? 
oble man, fauoured of the people, and therewnh alſo wiſe & | 
flowt ſhould rarſe new troubles c. The Cammines treaſon 
alſo by this teſtimony tried, Robert inflamed with 
rage of ire, paſt directly to 'Drumfreife, wher he vndet 
ſtood his enemy was: & finding ſoha (ummine in the | 
Gray - Friers Kirke: produced his letters, & reproued 
him bitterly, while as he impudently ſtood to the 
deniall therof: bur he impatient, in wrath ſtrak him 
in the belly with his Dagger, and left htrn for dead; 
When he was horling again, fames Lindeſay his cous 
ſen, and Roger Kir-Patriche, his friend, perceiuing his 
countenãce chãged . inquired the cauſe? He told them 
in a word, He belientd Cummine was dead. What? ſaid 
Li xb ESAVY, Huſt thou left ſo dangerons a. deed in doubt? 4 
& ther with he entred into the Kirk, & not only flew 
him but alſo Robert Cummine, his kinſman, preaſs ing 
to ſupport him. This murther was committed the 4 
of the Ide of February 1305. about this time Milian 
Wallzce was taken, and betrayed by lahr Mtmeith, his 
familiar companion, corrupted by Fdwardt Mony in 
rhe bounds of Glaſgow, where he lur ked forthe time: 
ſent to London, where by Edwards command he was 
nhoneſtly beheaded and quarteted ; his mem bers 
r> terrifie others} hung vp in moſt publicke places 
Tr England & Scotland. This was the end of this molt 
worthy mans life, who for high ſpirit in interpri- 
ſing Jangers, for fortitude in execut ion, comparable 
in deed to the moſt famous Chiftains, amongſt the 
Abheſents: for love to his natiue Countrey, ſecond to 
nove, he onely free, the reſt ſlaucs, could veit her bee 
Rough with benefites, nor compelled- by force to 
ſeaue the publicke cauſe which he had once profeſt;

? being inuincible, to his enemie he was betrayed by 
his. Familiar, that in no cace thould haue done ſo. 

' The Bruce ſtaying only till he had obtained par- 
don of the Biſhop of Rome, for the muꝛther commit» 
ted in holy Church . In the next month of Aprile, 
1306. bares Scone, hee was crowned (King, Firft 
knowing well rhe great puiſſance of his enamie, hee 
àamaſſoth all the forces he cord, fromrall parts, 

| though the whole clan of Cummines , t he greateſt m 
garland that euer was before them , or ſince in puiſ- 
ſance withſtoode him, and his aslilting of Edward, 
offended many, and the greater part of the Realme 
beſide, lay quiet for feare of Engliſh force, hee, not- 
# # withſtanding of his few number , hazarded againſt 
Odomar at Atribwen, with the loſſe of a few was put 
to the worſt. The like bad ſucceſſe hee had in pasſing 
from Atholl to Argyle. x here the Cummins beſet him, 
and forced him to fight at Dalry, his men fſeeing to 
ſaue themſelues in places of greateſt ſuretie . From 
this time with one or two in companie, thinking 
himſelfe in that ſtate more ſure with tew than ma- 
ny.

uironed by force af the enemie, and crosſing the 
Firth of Clyde , with the like felicitie tooke the 
Caſtle of Innerneſſe far diſtant from there:and ſo pals 
ſing from place to place, taking in townes, Caſtles, 
and ſtrengths.

ters, ñiee gathered a reaſonable armie: and albeit hee

Who euer had a fortun more 
hard: Who euer did more hardly lead Fortun cap- 
tiue, and leſſe regarded her frownes ? a conſtant 
courſe of victorie ſtill enabling all his enterpriſes, 
whoſe mind would not bin broken, much more bo- 
ved vnder ſuch heaps of miſeries? whoſe eonſtancy 
would not be queld to haue his wife taken captiue, 
his foure brethren ſlaine, his friends with all miſ- 
chiefes oppreſt: to haue himſelfe not only barred of:

Beſide all theſe calamit ies, thralled, and 
brought to the extreameſt of wãt: he neither doub- 
ted of ̊ recoutry ofhis Crown, nor was at any tim 
ſene. to cõmit any thing vnworthy of a kingly mind. 
Let Rome boaſt of Camillus. and Scipio, France of her 
Charles, Epirus of great Scandeberge, Scotland ſhall not 
forget this Prince, for ſne cannot. And if hee be 
not ſo renoumed as theſe, it is not for that he is not 
as worthy : but for that he hath not had ſo braue 
trumpeters of his fame, being born in ſo vnpoliſhed 
an age: which time the deſtroyer and reſtorer of 
euery thing may perhaps-hereafter in. theſe more 
learned dayes.amend..
